It It Believed the Idea of ■ General 
Ataault Will Be Abandoned and 
Regular Siege Operations 
Will Be Adopted. 



Llao Yanf, At:,?- 24.— Arcording to 
the JateBt Information from Port Ar- 
thur, a furious attack throughout Au- 
KUBt 19 and August 20 was repulsed 
with terrific loss. This news was re- 
ceived here with the greatest Joy. 

There has been serious flgbting in 
this region, but there has been a small 
Hklrmieh at Anshanshan, where Japan- 
ese troops attaclted a KusHlan outpost 
and were driven off with a loss of six 
killed. 

Llao Yang has experienced two days 
of bright weather and there is a touch 
of autumn in thf air. 'I'he rainy sea- 
son has .apparently terminated. 

St. Pottrsburg, Aug. 24. — Despite 
the popular feeling that Port Arthur 
is doomed, the success with which 
Lieut. Gen. Stoessel has been beating 
oft the Japanese assaults and the 
heavy lo.ssi s suffeii d by I lie bcsit'j;ers 
offer considerable encouragement to 
the war office. 

"There is a limit beyond which 
troops can not go. no matter how gal- 
lant," said an army officer of the gen- 
eral staff Tuesday morning. "A fifth 
of the army before Port Arthur is an 
eatimate of the enemy's losses up to 
diate. If the stormlnK operation which 
w« undwstood Is now progressing 
fails to give them a foothold in the 
ring of Inner defenses the Japan<se 
will be compelled by sheer exhauHtlon 
to slop and recuperate, while awaiting 
additional reinforcements, and I per- 
sonally, together with some of my col- 
leacues, believe they vlU abandon the 
idea of a general assault and settle 
down to regular siege operations 
Hturving out the garrison is less bril- 
liant, but it la quite as effective a way 
of ^uelnf a fortress. The Japanese 
HarjpiiM iii i^ing matters has doubt- 
less been to release a section of the 
southern army and enable it to oo-op- 
erate with the armies In Manchuria." 

The naval critic of the Viedomosti 
boldly expresses the opinion that, the 
Port Arthur squadron would commit 
an act of folly if it went out now.

kold and the torpedo boat destroyer 
OroBovoi be stopped. The order was 
made through the British consul be- 
cause of the fact that the repairs were 
being made by the British Dock Co. at 
Shanghai. 

Aware of the acuteness of the situa- 
tion at Shanghai, Acting Secretary of 
the Navy Darling Tuesday afternoon 
cabled Rr. Adm. Yates Stirling, com- 
uoauder-in-chief of the American Asi- 
atic fleet now at Shanghai, directing 
him to keep the department promptly 
informed of every development in the 
situation. No word from Adm. Stir- 
Hag has yet been received. 

London, Aug. 24. — The admiralty, 
contrary to the reports from Shanghai, 
Bays the British Chinese sqtiadron, 
which is at Wei-Hai-Wel, has not re- 
ceived orders |b irooeed to fljhanihal.

Many Cargoes Have Been Reshipped 
Out of the Country as Impure, Re- 
aultlng In Raising the Stand* 
ard «r imports. 

'\"'v'asliington, Aug. 24. — A chemical 
laboratory for the examination of im- 
ported food producta will be opened in 
the appraiaer'a atore building of the 
treasury department In New York by 
the department (>f atiriculture. Septem- 
ber 5. Five expert chemists will be 
Installed, having been selected through 
special examination by the civil serv- 
ice commission. This is the first of a 
number of port laboratories to be es- 
tablished to prevent impure fooil, the 
product of foreign countries, entering 
the United States. Congress will be 
asked for appropriations for such lab- 
oratories at Boston, Philadelphia. New 
Orleans, San Prancisco and Chicago. 
The foreign r'urc fund law has been in 
force more than i year, and is rcfrard- 
e<l as Ix'yond the e.xiicriuicntal stage. 

Dr. H. W. Wiley, chief of the bu- 
reau of chemistry of the department of 
agriculture, declares that it is the in- 
tention of the department now "to put 
the screws on." l^ifzlity jicr cent, of 
the importations of food arrive at New 
York. 

When the pure food law first was 
put into operation it was found that 
78 per cent of the imports of foods and 
drinks were admissaule under its pro- 
visions. Jlany cargoes have been re- 
shipped out of the country as impure, 
resulting in raising the standard of 
imports until now It is estimated that 
^6 per oent of the Imports ar« •Balaa- 
able under the law. 

The secretary of agriculture has Just 
granted the first request of an import- 
er to destroy his cargo instead of re- 
shipping it after it had been condemn- 
ed as impure, the cargo being olive 
oil. 

The secretary of agriculture is await- 
ing an interpretation of a portion of 
the law which, it is Ix-licvMl. will ex- 
clude entirely the impoiiation of sau- 
sages from Germany. 

The analysis of whisky Is drawn 
with a view of holding up what is 
termed "Scotch whisky," according to 
Dr. H. W. Wiley, chief of the bureau 
of chemistry. Dr. Wiley declares that 
there is not a barrel of pure Scotch 
whisky in the United States and that 
the importatlonB of this article are 
practically all concoctions and should 
be labelled ^'Compound."

New York, Aug. 24.— Mrs. Florence 
Elizabeth Maybricli, tiie American 
woman, who for 15 years languished 
in an English prison for poisoning her 
husband, returned to her native land 
Tuesday aboard the ateamer Vader- 
land. A great crowd awarmed the 
dock of the American line pier and 
witnessed, without demonatration, be- 
yond a flutter of excitement, the pas- 
sage of the famous woman down the 
gangplank on the arm of her lawyer, 
8. V. Hayden. 

Mrs. Maybrick was hustled into a 
cab, which was hastily driven up town 
to the Fifth Avenue hotel. 

Mrs. Maybrick, during the voyage, 
prepared in her own handwriting, a 
statement for the presa, desiriiig not 
to be Interviewed. 

The statement expropsrs her joy and 
thanks at being back a free woman in 
her native land, and there are fre- 
quent fervid expressions of gratitude 
to her American friends who had for 
years, fought for her liberty.

New York, Aug. 24.— Subpoenaes 
were issued Tuesday by one of the 
judges of the court of special sessions, 
silting as a magistrate, directing the 
appearance of six members of the 
Building Trades Employers' associa- 
tion before Acting District Attorney 
Rand Wttteeadiy; Th» iiiimes of the 
men were not made public and Mr.

So far as can be learned this is the 
first move by the district attorney's 
office against the employers in the in* 
dustrial fight In this city. 

Th^ People's Security Co., counsel 

for the unions, Monday submitted evi- 
dence a-^'ainst the employers to the 
district attorney and charges of "con- 
spiracy," "coercion" and "blacklisting" 
were made. 

Tuesday the company submitted ad- 
ditional evidence. The books of local 
No. 2 of the Journeymen Plumbers' 
and Gasfiitters' union, of which Philip 
Weinselmer is presidenf, were taken 
to the district attorney's office Tues- 
day for the purpose of allowing Mr. 
Rand to inspect them. The acting dis- 
trict attorney, it is said, will use cer- 
tain Information gleaned from the 
books in prei)aring the case of extor- 
tion now pending against Weinseiiiier. 

J. C. Hat/.el, one of the members of 
the board of governors of the ^nilding 
Trades Employers' association, admit- 
ted Tuesday night that he was one eC 
the six men on wliom subpoenaes had 
been served. 

"Yes, I have been subpoenaed." he 
said. "The subpoenaes requires me to 
appear to-morrow. It also states i am 
to produee my books, my contracts and 
my trade assoetatton agreements. I 
shall obey the subpoenae." 

Mr. Hal /.el Is head of the Klecirical 
Contractors' asscjciat ion 

By a vote of the representatives of 
all the unions in the Buildings Trades 
Alliance which had not yet either 
struck or been locked out, it was de- 
cided Tuesday that they will join the 
strike at whatever moment the execu- 
tive committee of the alliance may 
call on them to do so. 

The alliance press eonmittee an- 
nounced after the meeting that the ex 
ecutlve committee will meet and with- 
draw all alliance men from all jobs 
controlled or contracted for liy any 
member of the l^iiilding Tiadi s iCia- 
ployers' association. This will lueuu 
a general strike in the building trades, 
in so far as the alliance can make it 
so, and the tie up of operations wUl 
become more nearly oomplote.

Ii'T.ir.tioii for his services. My exper- 
ience as a wage earner, and my associa-
